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Interlocking Fence Patent Application 

This innovation relates to a product for establishing perimeters, defining 
boundaries and preventing access. 

Such products are well-known as fences, barriers and walls. They are 
common place and can be used for many functions such as defining garden 
perimeters, separating agricultural land, preventing access on to a sports field 
and keeping people to designated walkways, among a wide range of other 
uses. 

The object of this invention is to provide a simple method of establishing such 
boundaries. 

Accordingly, this invention provides a fence based around posts which may 
include horizontal rails, vertical laths or panels. 

Preferably the sections extruded from plastic material, but it may instead be 
made from wood, metal or indeed a combination of any of these materials. 
Preferably the sections are square and hollow, but mdy also be round and/or 
solid sections. 

The preferred embodiment of the invention will now be described with 
reference to the accompanying drawing in which: 

Figure 1 shows in an orthographic projection of the whole invention. 

Figure 2 shows a perspective view of the whole invention. 

Figure 3 shows an orthographic and perspective view of the alternative fixing 
for hard ground. 

As shown in Figure 1 the invention is made up of extruded sections that 
interlock to make a fence. The fence comprises of the main posts 1 with holes 
pre cut to locate the rails 2. These rails 2 have pre cut holes which allow the 
internal locators 3 to interlock and secure everything firmly in place. The post 
is then finished with a cap 4. The fence is shown here in a continuous 
direction but the rails may also be set at various angles to provide corners. 

As shown in figure 1 this embodiment of the design includes the foundation 
bars 5, which are inserted at 45 degree angles to the rails but may also be 
inserted parallel to these rails depending on the application. The post is then 
located upright in the ground. 

As shown in figure 3 the invention can embody many methods for fixing to the 
ground, including this bolt down version for hard standings.

Claims 



1. A product including a post, rail and locator arranged to provide 
boundaries. 

2. A product as claimed in claim 1 wherein the components interlock 
(pass through each other) to provide the method of fastening. 

3. A product as claimed in claim 1 and claim 2 wherein the rails can be 
set at various angles to allow the fence to go round corners. 

4. A product as claimed in claim 1 , claim 2 and claim 3 wherein the post is 
secured into the ground using foundation bars or any other method. 

5. A product as claimed in any previous claim wherein the area between 
posts is filled with laths or panels as opposed to rails. 

6. A product as claimed ih any previous claim which is made from plastics 
material, metal or wood, or from a combination of these materials. 

7. A fence substantially as herein described above and illustrated ih the 
accombslhying' drawings.

Interlocking Fence 

A product for defining boundaries and preventing access that contains all the 
elements of: A post 1, a rail 2, internal locator 3, cap 4 and foundation bar 5, 
all of which interlock to construct a fence. This fence may include a foundation 
bar as for fixing into the ground as shown in figure 1 .
